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Will Edmonton Pay It? 


The verbal report of John BE, Wallace, 
Zz00 from St. Louis who was re- 
tained by the city to study the zoo situation 
in Edmonton, reveals that it would cost 
at least $50,000 every year to maintain a 
decent zoo in this city. 

The first thing to be decided, then, 
with regard to the establishment of a re- 
spectable zoo, is whether or not Edmonton 
people are prepared to pay that annual 
price. 

Just now there is a certain amount of 
popular enthusiasm for a zoo. 

Mr. Wallace and Professor William 
Rowan of the University have pointed out 
that a certain area in Walterdale, on the 
south bank of the river between 105 street 
and High Level bridge, could be developed 
into an excellent zoo site with trenches 
and rocky caves and no bars. Heated 
buildings are projected for the primates. 

All this sounds very attractive and The 
Bulletin, for one, is completely convinced 
that a properly kept zoo would be an edu- 
cational asset for Edmonton children, a 
place of relaxation and amusement for 
edults and a definite tourist attraction. 

If the present popular enthusiasm is 


to be maintained, iei us have a new Z00 by 
all means. ‘ 

But if this enthusiasm is likely to wane 
or if there is going te be complaints about 
the money or if Edmonton people are not 
prepared to support such an institution, 
we should drop the idea and have no z00 
at all. 

A poor zoo is infinitely worse than no 
zoo, both from the humanitarian angle and 
as a matter of public interst. 

The city council] has no business to go 
ahead with any zoo plans if there is any 
chance that the place will degenerate into 
a cheerless refuge for a few dispirited ani- 
mals. 

A good zoo is a splendid thing to have. 
But good zoos cost money, And it is doubt- 
ful if the revenues from the Edmonton zoo 
will ever attain the volume mentioned by 
Mr. Wallace in regard to the St. Louis zoo, 

This, then, is the first and vital mat- 
ter for council to decide—will the people 
of Edmonton support such an institution 
and cheerfully grant it the money it needs? 

If there is no doubt about it, council 
should go ahead. 

If there is doubt about it, council 
should drop the whole business. 


A City Public Relations Officer 


About a month ago, Mayor Sidney Par- 
sons announced that, because of the undue 
pressure of work, neither he nor any of 
the aldermen would accept any social en- 
gagements as representatives of the city 
for a period of three months. 

It is amazing that in the face of that 
announcement and in spite of the mayor's 
iliness, social invitations continue to flood 
into the mayor's office. 

It is neither kind nor considerate nor 
reasonable that Edmonton people should 
regard the chief magistrate as a social 
ornament at their beck and call. 

When Edmonton was a small town, 
the mayor could function in such a mat- 
ter. But Edmonton is no longer a small 
town. It is a large city with a multiplicity 
of duties demanding the constant attention 
of the mayor. 


Deputy Mayor Sidney Bowcott com- 
ments on this situation by saying that the 
city should empicy a public relations of- 
ficer to make the public appearances neces- 
sary at legitimate functions. 

We agree that the city should employ 
a public relations officer, but not to be a 
hanger-on at pink teas. 

There are, of course, as Mr. Bowcott 
says, certain occasions when the city 
should be officially represented. 

A public relations officer could prob- 
ably fill in at these times. But most of 
these invitations are only issued for purely 
social purposes and should be ignored. 

Another method by which some of the 
burden could be lifted from the mayor is in 
a manner suggested by The ‘Bulletin, that 
is by the greater use of deputy mayors in 
committee meetings and public appear- 
ances. 


A Bad Idea From Winnipeg 


Those who realize the need for rigid 
traffic control in this city will be glad io 
hear Chief Constable Jennings speak out 
firmly in opposition to Winnipeg's new 
idea that motorists and pedestrians should 
be permitted to ignore red traffic lights 
if the way appears to be clear. 

The suggestion is a bad suggestion and 
gains no prestige in coming from Winnipeg 
where traffic law enforcement is far from 
désirable. 

As it used to be in Toronto, before en- 
forcement was tightened up last year, 
pedestrians in Winnipeg pay little atten- 
tion to traffic lights in any event. 

And alcng Main street, not far from 
the CPR station, trucks and motor cars 
lumber through red lights with dangerous 
regularity. 

In proposing this new bylaw, then, 
Winnipeg appears to be merely legaPzing 
the contempt for traffic law that already 
exists. 

Chief Constable Jennings 
right when he points out that adoption of 
such a system proposed by Winnipeg 
would only create new traffic hazards.

In the first place, if motorists and 

estrians were permitted to ignore red 
lights at any time, they would begin to 
ignore them at all times. 

As The Bulletin has frequently af- 
firmed, traffic lights are only useful so 
long as they are meticulously obeyed. 
When they are ignored, they can become a 
menace, ‘ 

If a motorist or pedestrian has to stop 
at an open signal and look in all directions 
to see if anybody is going to come tearing 
through a red light because he thinks 
there is no one around, he would be much 
better off if the traffic signals were re- 
moved altogether. 

In the second place, you cannot have 
a law that is operative only half the time. 

To institute such a system as Winni- 
peg proposes is to say to motorists, in ef- 
ect: 

“Obey the traffic light if somebody is 
watching. Disobey it if you think you can 
get away with it.” 

This confusing system might work out 
in Winnipeg.

I am using the past tense as, 
since the war, many of the val 
uable windbreaks have been cut 
down and the land broken by 


been done without discrimina- 
tion. In some cases, hill tops that 
were once covered with green 
foliage and which tended to hold 
the moisture, which was fed 
gradually to the lower slopes, 
are now bare and subject to soil 
drifting. 

Something definitely will have 
to be done in order to stop this 
exaggerated cutting of wooded 
areas or this beautiful part of 
Alberta will gradually be turned 
into open prairie with all the 
drawbacks of non-wooded areas 

There, appears to be one logical 
remedy to this situation; that is, 
to reduce taxes on land which 
is left in its natural state so 
that taxes per acre on the wood- 
ed area would be much lower 
than the taxes on cultivated land. 
Now that the province of Alberta 
has such a rich income in other 
ways, oil leases, et cetera, this 
could probably be done without 
increasing the taxes on presently 
cultivated areas. Under this 
echeme a farmer would think 
twice before he broke up 4 
wooded area which at present, 
so he thinks erroneously, does 
not pay the taxes thereon. There- 
fore, this ection may achieve the 
desired effect and help to main- 
tain the fertility and beauty of 
our parkland areas in Alberta.

Reasons More 
Compelling 

We are now being taught the 
hard way in Korea and elsewhere 
that we will have to pool our 
defense forces. 

But there are even more com- 
pelling reasons of trade and fin- 


ance why the western democ- 
racies should form themselves 
into one great “Union of the 
Free.” 


Take the latest trade figures 
from Britain, Here are the net 
losses on Britain's export and 
import account for the first six 
months of 1949 and the similar 
period this year: 

Net loss 1949 . $557,480,000 

Net loss 1950 . $617,400,000 

Britain stil) has some invisible 
items of income which offset this 
net loss on world trade. But the 
main dependence is still on hand- 
outs. As Sir Stafford Cripps told 
Parliament on July 5 

“Our receipts under ERP (the 
Marshall Plan) amounted to $240 
million and we drew $18 million 
on the Canadian credit.”
